Should it be necessary, 
Assignee is also enclosing a copy of the above-mentioned recorded assignment to Assignee by 
both Mr. Hayes and Mr. Young of all rights to the subject matter of the present application, as 
filed and recorded in connection with U.S. Provisional Patent Application Serial No. 60/396,934. 
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As annotated thereupon, the Declaration lists the original serial number that was assigned 
to the application, as indicated by the return-receipt postcard. Pursuant to information received 
from Customer Service Representative Rick Hayden in February 2004, Assignee has learned that 
the serial number associated with this application has been changed to be 10/622,808. Copies of 
the return-receipt postcard and filing receipt are enclosed to demonstrate this assignment and 
reassignment of serial numbers.
